Senate days, had attended to- 
gether the Big Three meeting 
with Stalin and Churchill—later 
Attlee—at Potsdam, Germany, in 
July, 1945. It was not long after 
that that friction developed be- 
tween Truman and the strong- 
willed Byrnes. 

George E. Allen, a Pruman inti- 
mate, recounts that Truman had 
to persuade Byrnes to abandon a 
policy of semi-appeasement of the 
Russians, and get tough. Byrnes 
resigned as Secretary of State in 
January, 1947. He is now a bitter 
Truman foe and leader of the 
Dixiecrat revolt.

_ SEOUL, March 18 (UP) — The 
Communists threw more than 
1000 men against United Nations 
lines in eight probing attacks last 
night and early today. | 

The enemy attacked between 
the truce conference village of 
Panmunjom and Korangpo along 
a four-mile front west of the 
Imjin river. The Reds tried to 
soften up the Allied lines with 
heavy artillery, mortar and auto- 
matic weapons fire, then attacked 
in four company-sized waves. 

All the attacks were repulsed. 

Not since Dec. 28 have the 
Communists been so aggressive 
in the Korangpo area of the west- 
ern front. 

Northwest of Chorwon, a U.N. 
patrol received fire from two 
enemy squads and observed an- 
other enemy squad nearby. After 
a brief fight, the U.N. patrol with- 
drew and directed artillery fire 
wth the Reds with unknown re- 
sult. 

On the eastern front, a Com- 
munist probing attack northwest 
of “Punchbowl” valley was re- 
pulsed. 

Allied warplanes ranged across 
North Korea skies but - heavy 
clouds sheltered many Commu- 
nist ground targets. Fighter- 
bombers blasted 57 new holes in 
the wobbly Red rail system be- 
fore noon. Other attacks were 
mounted against the Communist 
front lines. 

Ten B-29 Superforts from Ja- 
pan attacked the Communist air- 
field at Sinanju in northwest Ko- 
rea last night. They dropped 100 
tons of bombs on the runway.

Putting Picture In Focus. 

The following facts help to put 
the French tax picture into focus: 

1. National and local taxes and 
social security payments absorb 
33 per cent of the French national 
income, which amounted to rough- 
ly 38 billion dollars in 1951. Thus 
France pays 20 per cent more in 
taxes on each dollar of income 
than the United States where 
taxes and social security payments 
absorbed 27 per cent of a 627-bil- 
lion-dollar national income in 
1951. 

2. The principal defect of the 
French tax system is that it is 
not equitable. Due -to its concen- 
tration on production and sales 
taxes, it tends to hit the lower 
income brackets as hard as it hits 
the upper classes. 

France collects only 28 per cent 
of its revenue in income taxes 
and other direct taxes, and 65 per 
cent in indirect taxes, such as 


the United States where evasion 
by the same types is also common. 
In France these groups received 
an estimated 25.5 per cent of the 
national income in 1951. In the 
United States, where big business 
plays a more important part, they 
accounted for 12.4 per cent.. 
Small Businesses, Farms, 

In France two thirds of the 
1,500,000 commercial and indus- 
trial establishments operate with 
no salaried employes. Out of 
2,000,000 farms about 1,500,000 
are smaller than 50 acres. 

In the United States it has been 
estimated that in 1948 more than 
one third of the potentially tax- 
able income of 56 billion dollars 
was hidden from the tax authori- 
ties. 

6. France has been trying for 
years to collect money from its 
farmers without any luck. Present 
taxes are collected on the basis 
of a land survey made in 1908. 
While wholesale agricultural 
prices have multiplied 170 times 
since then, tax values have only 
been increased between 15 and 
20 times. Thus, n 1949 only 80 
billion francs—$238,000,000—was 
declared out of an actual agricul- 
tural income of about 50 billion—

4. Tax evasion—as distinct from 
the legalized non-payment of 
taxes by the peasantry and land-

It would probably not be de- 
sirable to collect income taxes 
from the 1,500,000 farm families

HILE West Germans fret about rearmament for western de- 
fense, many East Germans fervently pray for it as the only 
hope of deliverance from the Soviet yoke, 


It is amply clear 


to Americans in Berlin that the Germans in the Soviet occupation 
zone welcome any addition to western strength. 


It seems clear, too, that West 
Berlin also favors the arming of 
Germans in a European com- 
munity of defense against the 
Russians. West Berliners are ‘iso- 
lated deep inside the Soviet zone 
and see the Russians in opera- 
tion every day. 


This is part of a strange situa- 
tion in which Communists are 
winning cold war battles in West- 
ern Germany—and losing them in 
their own Soviet-occupied East 
zone. 


The heaviest Communist propa- 
ganda fire is directed against the 
remilitarization of Germany and 
is coupled with the bait of Ger- 
man unity. Both appeals have a 
powerful effect in Western Ger- 
many. 

But West Berliners and East 
Germans indicate they feel it will 
take power to meet power. If a 
vote could be taken tomorrow in 
the Soviet zone and West Berlin, 
they feel, the result would be an 
overwhelming “yes” to German 
remilitarization and a German 
contribution to western defense. 

West Berliners feel that the 
Soviet promises of German unity 
are bunk. As they see it, the 
only possibility of unity lies in 
free election of all-German par- 


liament, followed by a peace 
treaty with the war-time Allies. 
They are suspicious of the latest 
Soviet note to the other three oc- 
cupation powers proposing talks 
on uniting Germany and conclud- 
ing a peace treaty because it 
leaves out the all-important ques- 
tion of free elections.

We talk piously about how Com- 
munists are infiltrating, but in all 
honesty, I doubt if they can do 
half as much damage as we are 
doing ourselves with our eyes 
wide open. 

“And 1 think the men in the 
Kremlin must be taking a sinister 
delight in watching us do their 
own job for them. 

“We've lost sight of the fact 
that our country got where it is 
today. because we stopped burn- 
ing at the stake every man or 
woman who had an unorthodox 
idea, a..71 that we grew to strength 
and prosperity by developing a 
climate in which new and orig- 
inal ideas cculd flourish—be they 
technical, scientific, political or 
social.

Treats Courts Gently. 


Hennings treated most gently 
the courts as contributors to the 
curtailment of free speech and 
thought, avoiding the use of the 
word “courts” and substituting 
“magistrates,” as when he said: 

“The protection of freedom of 
expression requires tolerance and 
restraint not unly on the part of 
powerful magistrates, but also on 
the part of the legislative branch 
of the government and of peo- 
ple in their daily lives, both in- 
dividually and in concert.”

. proud is the impartiality of our courts. 

In the case of the 11 Communists, how- 

ever, and that of their attorneys, whose 

fate has been sealed recently by the 

Supreme Court, this heritage has been 
, threatened. 


All of the great trials in our history 
have been characterized either by the 
- profound logic of the prosecutor or the 
brilliance of the defense. In this case 
neither is true. The prosecutor has 
been forgotten, the defense discredited, 
but the judge, supposedly impartial, 
has emerged as the man of the hour. 
How did it happen that the one man 
whose job tt is to merely interpret the 
’ Jaw, has arisen the hero? We may find 
the answer in Justice Frankfurter’s 
words, “he (Medina) acted as the prose- 
cuting witness (and) thought of himself 
as such.” Should this set an example 
for others, we may be jeopardizing the 
independence of our system of law. 


I heartily agree with Justice Black 
when he wrote it would “constitute an 
overhanging menace to the security of 
every courtroom advocate in America. 
The menace is most ominous for lawyers 
who are obscure, unpopular, or defend- 
ers of unpopular persons or unorthodox 
causes,” 


Our whole democratic way of life 
seems to thrive on what once were con- 
sidered unorthodox and unpopular 
causes. They can be found in the Dec- 
laration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution. The belief that all men were 
created free and equal was certainly 
unorthodox to all but a few brave colo- 
nists back in 1776. 


Look at our Bill of Rights, the Thir- 
teenth Amendment freeing the -slaves, 


and finally the woman suffrage amend-.. 


ment. These former unorthodox causes 
are taken for granted today by many of 
us. The whole history of our freedom 
is of unpopular causes becoming popu- 
lar and unorthodox ideals becoming , 
orthodox. 

Let us beware not to reverse the 
trend. Let us continue to allow the 
challenge of the new, unpopular and 
unorthodox ideas and keep our democ- 
racy strong and virile. Let us not turn 
our backs on the methods that made us 
great. We must keep our courts im- 
partial.

Korea’s Long Lane 


“Barbarous massacres,” resulting from “crim- 


inal” aerial attacks, are charged against the 
United Nations command in Korea at the Pan- 


munjom truce talks. Col. Tsai Cheng-wen, Chi- 


nese Communist, who makes the charge, says 
that the “latest” instance was the strafing by an 


’ Allied plane of a prisoner of war camp near 
Chansong. Col. Tsai says that the attack occurred © 


notwithstanding “conspicuous markings.” 

It would be foolish to argue that there is no 
basis to any of these complaints. Under combat 
conditions slips will and do occur. Sometimes 
bombs and shells intended for the enemy fall 
among the forward troops of the side which 
fires them. Gen. Ridgway has been quick to in- 
vestigate all reasonable charges of violations. 


Upon occasion he has disciplined fliers whose 


errors have embarrassed the peace negotiations. 

The Communists have it in their power to stop 
all raids north of the battleline, legitimate and 
otherwise, any time they are willing to exercise 
that power. They can agree to a cease-fire order 
which will stop not only air raids but all shoot- 
ing on the ground and along the coast from the 
sea. Once they agree to a cease-fire order they 
can be sure that lives of Communist troops, as 
well as Allied prisoners of war, will be saved. 

The so-called “package deal” at the truce talks 
indicates that some of the last differences are 
being eliminated. This plan, proposed by the 
U.N. negotiators and tentatively approved by the 
Communists, is a give-and-take affair. In it the 
Allies agree tu the inspection of five instead of 
six ports of entry. The Allies also agree to drop 
their demands that neither side mass forces to 
pose a threat to the peace and-that both sides 
report the position of military units. 

The Communists also would do some giving 
up. They would give up their demand that they 
be in on inspection of secret military equipment. 
They would also agree to placing the name “Ko- 
rea” in certain clauses of the truce terms. The 
purpose of this point by the U.N. is to make sure 
that any Korean agreement relates to Korea 
only and does not commit the U.N. with respect 
to Formosa or any other part of the area. 

This process of mutual yielding is what has 
been indicated all along to get the negotiators 
nearer to agreement. It is impossible to settle 
all the details in advance. The great bulk of them 


can be adjusted after the cease-fire is ordered. : 


To be sure, basic precautions are requisite to 
protect the lives of those involved in policing 
any truce. But these are less the obstacle than 
the many details have been. 

Defense Secretary Lovett now says bluntly 
that the Chinese and Korean Communists are 
no more than “stooges” for the Kremlin in its 
“long-standing aim to dominate the world.” He 
cites the Russian arms and munitions, which have 
been used against the U.N. forces, and also the 
course of the negotiations, now dragged out to 
almost nine months. 

But even the longest lane has an end. If the 
North Korean Gen. Nam II and other Commu- 
nist negotiators have any independence at all 
they will soon need to show it. They cannot spin 
their protests and delays and stalls out forever 
—that is, not quite foréver. 
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A Story for Others 


John P. Frank, professor of law at Yale, and 
his wife, Lorraine, have written out a sad expe- 
rience in their family in a new book, entitled 
“My Son's Story.” It is the narrative of their 
first child, Peter, who did not develop as normal 
babies do, of their slow realization of his condi- 
tion, of their efforts with doctors in many direc- 
tions to correct it, of their heartbreak and their 
eventual solution of the problem. 

To tell the story the parents rip apart the 
privacy of their home, and that they were reluc- 
tant to do. But they found that many others 
were groping down the’ same rough path and 
they hope the record of their experience may 
make it easier for others who must travel it. 
They tell the story also in part as a tribute to 
the tender, cheering work of the Felician Sisters 
of St. Rita’s Home for Children, Williamsville, 
N. Y., near Buffalo, to whom the book is dedi- 
cated. 

It is not often that a book appears with the 
human documentation and unmeasured value of 
the John Franks’ story of their son, Petey. 
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Who Runs “Big Ten” Sports? 

Just a little while back President Hannah of 
Michigan State announced that his college would 
not play any schools which did not comply in 
every detail with the sports code drawn up, un- 
der his chairmanship, by a special committee 
of the American Council on Education. 

One of the provisions of that code forbids 
spring football practice. But there will be spring 
football practice in the Big Ten of which Michi- 
gan State is a member. This was announced by 
conference coaches after a special meeting of 
the presidents of the Big Ten schools. The sub- 
ject of the meeting was athletics, but the presi- 
dents avoided definite decisions on the A.C.E. 
rules while giving their athletic departments a 
“vote of confidence.” |

presidents declared that “practical measures of 
enforcement” must be taken to eliminate subsi- 
dization and other sports evils. One dislikes the 
cynical attitude where educational institutions 
are concerned, but this does look like a confes- 
sion that the presidents are themselves incap- 
able of making their coaches toe the line.

Hannah’s code. And one wonders what he will 
do about that.

little louder. And, of course, he has been doing 
his best to improve the resonance and the vol- 
ume of that horn. 

He has ordered his followers, the biggest sin- 
gle bloc in the National Assembly, to withhold 
their support from the various premiers and 
even to vote with the Communists to embarrass 
the government. 

So it was something of a surprise when 27 of 
the 117 Gaullist deputies voted to support Pre- 
mier Pinay. Even more surprisingly, 25 of the 


rebels—two had resigned—were supported in a 


party caucus, and the General was unable to 
mete out the strict discipline with which he re- 
pressed all previous signs of deviation.

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Two in a Row 

The Senators who voted against the new 
merit system for Collectors of Internal Revenue, 
including Fulbright of Arkansas, should need to 
know only the New York situation to realize 
how wrong they were.

Over 90 per cent 
of the total budget 
and expenditures of 
the United Nations

ugee problem. 

We’ have always 
spoken of China’s and India’s “teeming 
millions,” but both Italy and Germany 
have more people per square miie than 
either China or India. 


More Than Overpopulation 


Western Germany has almost a quarter 
more people now than before World War 
II: Greece’s civil war uprooted one-sev- 
enth of the country’s population. Holland, 
whose overpopulation has become aggra- 
vated ‘since the loss of its island empire, 
has five times the population of South 
Carolina in half its area. Austria, approx- 
imately the size of Maine, has eight times 
as many people, re 

Asia’s problems are larger in number, 
if not in severity. The Far East has tens 
of millions of refugees in Korea, China, 
India, Pakistan and Burma. Japan has 
eight times as many people as California 
in less area. 


In the Near East, at least three-quarters 
of a million Arab refugees await a solu- 
tion of Israeli-Arab tensions. Well over 
half a million Jews. behind the Iron Cur- 
tain and hundreds of thousands of Jews 
in the Near East and North Africa are 


scarcely more than would-be refugees.

Fre- 
quently what passes for overpopulation is 
under-industrialization and the ill effects

Our foreign policy refuses recognition 
to Soviet annexation of the Baltic states, 
and encourages and recognizes their pre- 
Soviet Governments. Yet under the nor- 
mal immigration quotas only about. 2500 
people from Latvia, Estonia and .Lith- 
uania have entered the. United States dur- 
ing the life of the DP Act. 


Where Will 5,000,000 Go? 


In order to make ‘t possible for us to 
play a reasonable part in preserving the 
fruits of peace, Congress had to override 
previous restrictions by setting up that act, 
which in effect. charged off visas issued in 
one year to quotas or many years in the 
future. The Latvia quota is already 
charged ahead for over three centuries—to 
the year 2261—and altogether the DP law 
has admitted more than 62,000 persons 
from these states to date. 


World peace demands that 1,000,000 
people must leave western Europe each 
year for the next five years—from Ger- 
many, Italy, Austria, The Netherlands and 
, Greece. Where will they go? 


Australia wants at least 1,000,000 immi- 
grants in the next five years; Canada an- 
nounced a goal of 150,000 immigrants for 
one year, and other British domihions are 
also eager for immigrants. 


An unofficial estimate for Argentina is 
150,000 a year. Israel, having more than 
doubled her population in three years, 
plans to triple it witn 600,000 more immi- 
grants in the next three years. 

And what about the United States, with 
its growing manpower shortages? 


US. Initiative Is Needed . 


The balancing of people and lands re- 
quires a comprehensive inter-governmental 
agency to plan and carry out large-scale 
programs of migration and resettlement. 
Tradition and self-interest demand Ameri- 
can initiative and leadership; the time 
has come to discard our patchwork of ex- 
pedients. . : 

The United States should liberalize its 

immigration law and make it a flexible 
and sensitive instrument of our foreign 
policy. 

The United States should take the initi- 
ative in creating a permanent inter-govern- 
mental jon agency equipped to re- 
settle refugees and surplus peoples. 

To leave refuzee and surplus popula- 
tions without hope, jobs, homes or food is 
te. abandon.them to desperation. Such 
people become vulnerable to the blandish- 

ments of the tallest lie or the biggest false 
promise.

BEING EXTRACTE 
FROM DRIED SEWAGE 


’ CHICAGO (AP)—A scientist 
says a new technique has been 
found for extracting vitamin B-12 
-—the so-called growth vitamin— 


from dried sewage Sludge. 

The work was described by Ber- 
nard Wolnak, a biochemist with 
the Miner Laboratories, which 
was employed by the Milwaukee 
Sewerage Commission -to conduct 
experiments with sewage waste. 

Vitamin B-12 is useg to over- 
come the growth lag in children, 
to combat anemia, a blood de- 
ficiency, and speed . development 
of livestock and poultry. 

The kind of B-12 vitamin used 
on humans costs around $159,000 
a pound, he said. A less concen- 
trated B-12 costs around $27,000 
a pound, he said. Both forms are 
scarce, Dr. Wolnak says. 

Dr. Wolnak says the new tech- 
nique extracted up to 50 milli- 
grams of B-12 fro mone pound of 
solids processed from a Milwaukee 
sewage by-produce called Milor- 
ganite. Milorganite is a patented 
fertilizer sold by the Milwaukee 
commission all over the world. 

The by-product is derived from 
activated suldge, then subjected 
to intense heat which removes all 
moisture and makes it sterile. 
Cost of extracting the vitamin 
was not disclosed.

INTO KOREA WHILE 


TRUCE TALKS GOON, 


Pusan One of World’s’ 


Busiest Ports — Eighth 
Army Better Equipped 


Than Ever. 


By ANSEL E. TALBERT 
The New York Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch 


PUSAN, Korea, March 18—The 
flood of supplies into Korea 
through this great port is in- 
creasing despite the truce talks 
at Panmunjom. 

Most of the ordnance material 
received by the forces fighting 
Communism in Korea funnels 
into Pusan, now one of the 
world’s busiest ports. It in- 
cludes thousands of guns, tanks 
and combat vehicles gathered 
from World War II supply heaps 
on many Pacific islands and re- 
gonditioned in Japan after the 
North Korean Communist inva- 
sion of South Korea on June 25, 
1950. : 

Today it includes a greater num- 
ber than ever before of new sup- 


plies arriving from factories and 
depots in the United States and 

troleum products coming di- 
ettly from ports in the Persian 
gulf. 

As a result of what it already 
hgs received the Eighth Army 
ig better equipped, better clothed 
and better fed than it ever has 
been in the past and “ready to 
fight again at any time,” accord- 
ing to Brig. Gen. Paul Yount, 
chief of the logistical command 
directing the supply flow. 

Gen. Yount gives credit to the 
civilian army of nearly 50,000 
Koreans—mostly boys, old men 
and women—who daily unload 
and handle the cargoes brought 
here by ship. He said “the sup- 
ply job could not be done with- 
out them.” 

Shipment of military supplies 
to forward United Nations fight- 
img units is accomplished by sev- 
eral methods of transportation. 
The Korean railroad network is 
the most important supplier. 
About 75 per cent of all types 
of supplies are moved by rail. 
Some 20 per cent go by water 
and 5 per cent by motor convoy. 

Air transport brings to Korea 
and then distributes rapidly cer- 
tain “premium” cargoes. In ton- 
nage volume, however, it ac- 
counts for only a tiny fraction 
of the supply total. —

to light here by the studies of 
Army ordnance experts. 

All captured enemy arms and 
materiel comes through the Ma- 
san ordnance depot for classifi- 
cation and selection of items of 
interest for further research and 
tests in the United States. The 
profusion of different types of 
small arms and artillery used by 
the North Korean and Chinese 
Communist armies has some of 
the experts dizzy. 

The job of providing ammuni- 
tion for the various gun types 
and seeing that it reaches units 
armed with them in steady sup- 
ply during an offensive or heavy 
fighting must be the No. 1 prob- 
lem of the Communist high com- 
mand, the American ordnance of- 
ficers believe. 

At no time since the entry of 
the Chinese Reds into the war 
has the enemy been. able to sus- 
tain intensive military operations 
for more than five or six days. 

Russian-designed and built ord- 
nance is dominant among the cap- 
tured enemy equipment, and most 
of it seems to have been manu- 
factured between 1931 and 1935, 
although there is older and newer 
Russian equipment. 

The tens of thousands of Rus- 
sian rifles captured by the Eighth 
Army include many of the 1891 
model Russian. rifle, large num- 
bers of the 1931 carbine and some 
of the 1944 Russian carbine, with 
attached folding bayonet, All are 
7.62 mm. | 

Two Russian anti-tank rifles— 
one a single-shot model and the 
other a five-shot weapon—have 
been used in quantity by the 
Communists. 

The Russians turned over most 
of the weapons stocks of the 
Japanese Manchurian armies to 
the Chinese Communists. Most of 
the Japanese rifles are 7.7-mm. 
Some Japanese rifles made in 
Osaka in 1858 have been found 
on Chinese dead. 

Besides the Russian and Japa- 
nese arms, American guns cap- 
tured by the Chinese Communists 
from the Nationalists during the 


last seven years are being used

If you ‘have time 
to let croquettes dry an hour or 
two before frying, they will be 
easier to fry. 

Then comes the frying. The fat 
or oil should be heated in a deep, 
heavy saucepan. A _ basket that 
fits into this is convenient but 
the croquettes may be lowered 
into the fat with a skimmer or 
slotted spoon. For croquettes, the 
fat should be hot cnough to brown 
a one-inch cube of dry bread in

Basie Croquette Recipe. 

One recipe Croquette Cream 
Sauce, two cups minced or ground 
meat or vegetable, one tablespoon

minced parsley, one egg, salt, pep- 
per, nutmeg, celery — other 
seasonings. 


Combine sauce, | 
tables, onion and parsley. When 
hot, beat in egg and stir over low 
heat one minute.

THE GRAPH seems to show 
that individual people are living 


longer. You can well imagine 
from looking at it that your sons - 
and daughters will be living to — 


the age af 100 years or older. 

That isn’t true. The people 
who made the graph did not mean 
to give any such impressiom They 
pina very well that graph shows 

ages of death. It applies 

ns of people, including 

a births and children, but it 

doesn’t apply to just one person 
or even a roomful. 

The average life expectancy is 
a statistical figure made by total- 
ing up the ages of everyone who 
dies in a year, including those 
who die at birth and during 
childhood. If a lot of children 
die at birth or as infants, that is 
going to make the average much 
smaller. Because of this, the aver- 
age age at death in 1900 was 40 
years. It is now 68 years. 

x 2? 

IF YOU ADD one plus one plus 
60 plus 60 and divide by four to 
get the average, the result will 
be 30.6. The statistical average 
age of death from these four fig- 
ures is 30.6 years, although half 
lived to be 60. The average is 
so low because half died at one 
year, according to this example. 

If one of the above infants 
didn’t die in childhood but lived 
to be 60, then the average life ex- 
pectancy would immediately go 
up almast 15 years, to 45.2 years. 


And that is exactly what has 


happened on a bigiscale in the 


United. States. Fewer than one- 


third as many babies die mow at 
birth than died 35 years ago. Only 
one-ninth as many mothers die in 
childbirth as did 50 years ago. 
The same thing has . happened 
with ge ma diseases, which 
used to many more children 
and adults than how. About one- 
eighth ag many people now die 
from infectious diseases as did a 
half century ago. 

Consequently, bocation physi 
cians have discovered ways to 
save the lives of more babies at 
birth, and children: as well as 
adults nt infectious diseases, 
more people are growing up and 
becoming older. This makés the 
average life expectancy larger. 

It doesn’t mean fhat after you 
are grown, you have a. greater 
chance of living. to be 80 or 90 
than formerly. This: is the big 
challenge of research now—to 
find ways of preventing or treat- 
ing the chronic diseases that dis- 
able older people.

The author, chief 
United States co pondent of 
the London Daily Mail, accom- 
panied Prince Philip and Queen 
Elizabeth on their tour of Canada 
and the United States last year.

HEN the Duke of Edinburgh 

married Princess Elizabeth, 

he was earning less than a 
coal miner. He merely had his 
naval pay as a lieutenant, the 
married allowance of less than $2, 
about 52 cents daily for food, and 
the London allowance of approxi- 
mately 60 cents. 

There was very little money in 
the bank. Philip was a poor man. 
Perhaps this shortness of cash in 
his earlier days has made him 
careful about money. He does 
not throw it around. He is thrifty, 
even frugal. 

Something, of course, had to be 
done about providing funds for 
the royal couple. The King of- 
fered $300,000 of his own funds 
to the government for the use 
of his daughter and his son-in- 
law. This was the action of a de- 
voted father but a government 
allowance was obviously called 
for. Parliament met.and the de- 
bate over money was acrimonious. 
For four hours the politicians 
wrangled. Socialist after Social- 
ist rose to demand a substantial 
cut in the expenditure of the roy- 
al family. The Select Committee 
had recommended $120,000 a year 
for the Princess and $30,000 a 
year for the Duke. 


The recommendation inflamed 
the- left-wingers’ tempers. The 
Prime Minister, who was then 
Clement Attlee, and Sir Stafford 
Cripps, Chancellor of the Exeche- 
quer, kept their composure and 
pointed out that such sums were 
necessary. 

Attlee said, “It is a mistake to 
imagine the royal family live ex- 
ceedingly luxurious and easy 
lives. I do not think this coun- 
try wants anything in the way of 
a monarchy that is not ceremo- 
nial . . . That all costs money.” 

Sir Stafford Cripps, easing 
back at the Communist Gallacher, 
reminded him of the “pomp and 
ceremony in other capitals such 
as Moscow.” 

Finally after a good deal of ar- 
guing, hooting and shouting, the 
$150,000 a year for Princess Eliz- 
abeth and the Duke to maintain 
Clarence House, which was to be 
their London home, and carry 
out their public duties with dig- 
nity, was voted. 

I do not think that the Princess 
and the Duke could have enjoyed 
this debate about pounds, shil- 
lings and pence. The sum of 
$150,000 a year is a lof of money 
but it was a bargain price for 
the services the royal couple were 
rendering. All this cold cash 
went for the upkeep of their 
homes and the maintenance of 
their position. The Princess and 
the Duke had to meet the payroll 
of their staff and servants. They 
had to pay for their own travel 
unless they were in ships of the 
Royal Navy or aircraft of the 
Royal Air Force. 


The Canadian trip was an ex- 
ception as the Princess and the 
Duke were the guests of Canada. 
The entire tour did not cost them 
a penny except for’clothes which 
they bought for the visit. 

Elizabeth: and Philip by tradi- 
tion had to make substantial con- 
tributions to charity. They had 
to give receptions for distin- 
guished foreign and Empire vis- 
itors. The cost came high. And al- 
though Philip trie@ to.keep ex- 
penditures to a minimum my in- 
formation is that.they were com- 
pelled to spend almost all their 
income to meet the bills. 

They are lucky to have Lt. 
Gen. Sir Frederick Browning as 
comptroller of their household. 
Sir Frederick, who was wartime 
deputy commander of the First 
Allied Airborne Army and hus- 
band of Daphne du Maurier, the 
world-famous novelist, is one of 
Britain’s most distinguished and 
gifted men. 

The royal couple also have two 
excellent aides in Lt. Col. Martin 
Charteris, private secretary to 
Elizabeth, and Lt. Comdr. Michael 
Parker, private secretary to the 
Duke. There is no pompous non- 
sense about either of ‘these men. 
Both Charteris and Parker were 
calling me by my first name and 
kidding me about my column 
shortly after I had,met them. 

Following his marriage, Philip 
was appointed a staff officer in 
the Admiralty Operations Sec- 
tion and the first day he drove 
to work in a limousine from the 
palace. But most days after that 
he walked. Princess Elizabeth 
used to stand at the window like. 
any fond young wife seeing him 
off and welcoming him. back. 

During the first few months of 
married life Philip continued to 
work hard at the Admiralty and 
often had public engagements in 
the evening. During this period 
he was driving Elizabeth when 
their car collided lightly with a 
taxicab at Hyde Park Corner. 

The back of the taxi was dam- 
aged. The taxi driver nipped out 
of his seat and said, “I'll have to 
have your name and address, sir. 
I'll have to report this.” Then he 
recognized the Duke and Eliza- 
beth and said “Blimey.” And a 
policeman came across and 
straightened out the situation.

volved in within five months. 
Shortly before the royal wed- 
ding his sports car had skidded, 
left the road, knocked down a 
tree, smashed a fence and ended 
up in a hedge.

But the second accident, 
this time with Elizabeth at his 
side, worried the public. The 
newspapers counseled him to take 
it easy. .

HERE was the trip to France 
—and more trouble. The 
Duke and his wife went to 
Paris to open an exhibition of 
British life there.

he was a school boy. 

The royal couple were ‘either 
badly advised or else rather short- 
sighted. On Sunday after attend- 
ing the British Embassy Church 
they went to the races at Long- 
champs in the afternoon and the 
Duke made a wager or two. He 
backed a winner. Elizabeth and he 
than went to a private nightclub 
which the Embassy had engaged 
for this special occasion. 

When the news ‘of the race-go- 
ing and the nightclubbing on 
Sunday reached England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales there were 
outraged cries from the pulpit 
and some from the public. One 
churchman talked of this royal 
Sunday in Paris as a “dark and 
dreadful day in Brftish history.”

There was no nightclubbing in 
Canada, and, apart from the 
square dance at Rideau Hall, 
Philip scarcely had any relaxa- 
tion.

The other South turned in a 
750-point profit for his team.

The author, chief 
United States co ndent of 
the London Daily Mail, accom- 
panied Prince Philip and Queen 
Elizabeth on their tour of Canada 
and the United States last year.

HEN the Duke of Edinburgh 

married Princess Elizabeth, 

he was earning less than a 
coal miner. He merely had his 
naval pay as a lieutenant, the 
married allowance of less than $2, 
about 52 cents daily for food, and 
the London allowance of approxi- 
mately 60 cents, 

There was very little money in 
the bank. Philip was a poor man. 
Perhaps this shortness of cash in 
his earlier days has made him 
careful about money. He does 
not throw it around. He is thrifty, 
even frugal. 

Something, of course, had to be 
done about: providing funds for 
the royal couple. The King of- 
fered $300,000 of his own funds 
to the government for the use 
of his daughter and his son-in- 
law. This was the action of a de- 
voted father but a government 
allowance was obviously called 
for. Parliament met.and the de- 
bate over money was acrimonious. 
For four hours the politicians 
wrangled. Socialist after Social- 
ist rose to demand a substantial 
cut in the expenditure of the roy- 
al family. The Select Committee 
had recommended $120,000 a year 
for the Princess and $30,000 a 
year for the Duke. 


The recommendation inflamed 
the- left-wingers’ tempers. The 
Prime Minister, who was then 
Clement Attlee, and Sir Stafford 
Cripps, Chancellor of the Exeche- 
quer, kept their composure and 
pointed out that such sums were 
necessary. 

Attlee said, “It is a mistake to 
imagine the royal family live ex- 
ceedingly luxurious and easy 
lives. I do not think this coun- 
try wants anything in the way of 
a monarchy that is not ceremo- 
nial . . . That all costs money.” 

Sir Stafford Cripps, easing 
back at the Communist Gallacher, 
reminded him of the “pomp and 
ceremony in other capitals such 
as Moscow.” 

Finally after a good deal of ar- 
guing, hooting and shouting, the 
$150,000 a year for Princess Eliz- 
abeth and the Duke to maintain 
Clarence House, which was to be 
their London home, and carry 
out their public duties with dig- 
nity, was voted. 

I do not think that the Princess 
and the Duke could have enjoyed 
this debate about pounds, shil- 
lings and pence. The sum of 
$150,000 a year is a lof of money 
but it was a bargain price for 
the services the royal couple were 
rendering. All this cold cash 
went for the upkeep of their 
homes and the maintenance of 
their position. The Princess and 
the Duke had to meet the payroll 
of their staff and servants. They 
had to pay for their own travel 
unless they were in ships of the 
Royal Navy or aircraft of the 
Royal Air Force. 


The Canadian trip was an ex- 
ception as the Princess and the 
Duke were the guests of Canada. 
The entire tour did not cost them 
a penny except for clothes which 
they bought for the visit. 

Elizabeth and Philip by tradi- 
tion had to make substantial con- 
tributions to charity. They had 
to give receptions for distin- 
guished foreign and Empire vis- 
itors. The cost came high. And al- 
though Philip trief to.keep ex- 
penditures to a minimum my in- 
formation is that.they were com- 
pelled to spend almost all their 
income to meet the bills. 

They are lucky to have Lt. 
Gen. Sir Frederick Browning as 
comptroller of their household. 
Sir Frederick, who was wartime 
deputy commander of the First 
Allied Airborne Army and hus- 
band of Daphne du Maurier, the 
world-famous novelist, is one of 
Britain’s most distinguished and 
gifted men. 

The royal couple also have two 
excellent aides in Lt. Col. Martin 
Charteris, private secretary to 
Elizabeth, and Lt. Comdr. Michael 
Parker, private secretary to the 
Duke. There is no pompous non- 
sense about either of‘these men. 
Both Charteris and Parker were 
calling me by my first name and 
kidding me about my column 
shortly after I had,met them. 

Following his marriage, Philip 
was appointed a staff officer in 
the Admiralty Operations Sec- 
tion and the first day he drove 
to work in a limousine from the 
palace. But most days after that 
he walked. Princess Elizabeth 
used to stand at the window like. 


‘any fond young wife seeing him 


off and welcoming him. back. 
During the first few months of 
married life Philip continued to 
work hard at the Admiralty and 
often had public engagements in 
the evening. During this period 
he was driving Elizabeth when 
their car collided lightly with a 
taxicab at Hyde Park Corner. 
The back of the taxi was dam- 
aged. The taxi driver nipped out 
of his seat and said, “I'll have to 
have your name and address, sir. 
I'll have to report this.” Then he 
recognized the Duke and Eliza- 
beth and said “Blimey.” And a 
policeman came across and 
straightened out the situation.

This was the second motor car 

accident the Duke had been in- 
volved in within five months. 
Shortly before the royal wed- 
ding his sports car had skidded, 
left the road, knocked down a 
tree, smashed a fence and ended 
up in a hedge. Philip was not 
hurt. But the second accident, 
this time with Elizabeth at his 
side, worried the public. The 
newspapers counseled him to take 
it easy. . 

The married life under plexi- 
glas, beneath the searchlight and 
the arclamps had begun. From 
now on there was to be almost 
no privacy. 

* © 
HERE was the trip to France 
—and more trouble. The 
Duke and his wife went to 
Paris to open an exhibition of 
British life there. This was Eliz- 
abeth’s first trip abroad and the 
Duke had not been there since 

he was a school boy. 

The royal couple were ‘either 
badly advised or else rather short- 
sighted. On Sunday after attend- 
ing the British Embassy Church 
they went to the races at Long- 
champs in the afternoon and the 
Duke made a wager or two. He 
backed a winner. Elizabeth and he 
than went to a private nightclub 
which the Embassy had engaged 
for this special occasion. 

When the news of the race-go- 
ing and the nightclubbing on 
Sunday reached England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales there were 
outraged cries from the pulpit 
and some from the public. One 
churchman talked of this royal 
Sunday in Paris as a “dark and 
dreadful day in British history.” 

It was not the wisest thing that 
pr Princess and the Duke éver

Both Wests opened the spade 
nine. Dummy and East played 
low, and both declarers won with 
the spade jack. 


It was at the second trick that 
the two declarers parted com- 
pany. One of them led a low 
heart. West promptly put up the 
jack and returned another spade, 
and from that time on, this de- 
clarer was struggling with. a lost 
cause. He ended up with ‘a 200- 
point penalty—less his 150 aces. 


The other South turned in a 
750-point profit for his team. 
After winning the first trick 
with the spade jack, he promptly 
banged down the ace of he 
and East neglected to unblock! As 
a consequence, East was thrown 
in at the second trick with a 
heart, and he could not profitably 
return a spade. He shifted to the 
four of diamonds. 


Declarer could scarcely make 
the right guess, but even when he 
put in the eight, he soon got out 
of trouble. West's covering nine 
was taken by the king and an- 
other heart led. 


East now played the diamond 
queen and was permitted to hold 
the trick. When he followed up 
with the diamond seven, South 
won with the ten, and cashed the 
diamond ace, discarding clubs 
from dummy; then South led ace 
and nine of clubs, and once more 
East found himself in lead. His 
forced return of a spade was 
ducked in the closed hand and 
won on the board, and then South 
could cash his thirteenth heart 
and the ace of spades.
